THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hill,  in  the  County 
of  Merrimack,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Hill  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing'. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
to  make  appropriations  for  same. 

3.  To  authorize  and  empower  the  board  of  select- 
men to  borrow  for  the  town  by  the  issue  of  notes  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $8,(XX).(X)  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the 
year  1945,  said  notes  to  be  expressly  payable  from  said 
taxes  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issuance ; 
and  to  authorize  the  board  of  selectmen  to  determine 
the  rate  of  interest  on  such  notes  and  to  provide  for  the 
sale  thereof. 

4.  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  town  through  tax  collector's  deeds  for 
non-payment  of  taxes,  and  to  authorize  the  board  of 
selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the  town 
suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate,  subject  to 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  voted  by  the 
meeting. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  Blister  Rust  Control. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $73.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Associa- 
tion of  New  Hampshire  to  assist  in  Planning  and  De- 
velopment of  the  town  and  for  the  issuance  and  distri- 
bution of  printed  matter  and  newspaper  and  magazine 


advertising  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural 
advantages  of  the  Town,  in  co-operation  with  other 
towns  in  the  Lakes  Region :  this  money  to  be  used  or  not, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  buying  Town  equipment. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support  United 
States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  international 
cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton 
Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to  maintain  the 
peace  of  the  world.  Each  town  clerk  is  directed  to 
forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  the  result  of  the 
vote,  in  his  town,  if  any,  on  this  question.  The  secretary 
of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  canvass  the 
vote  on  this  article  as  returned  to  him  and  transmit  his 
findings  to  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  Senate. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

,  ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get 
into.  Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires 
burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were 
valuable  timber  and  young  growth.  With  available 
manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started, 
you  can  help  to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these 
fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules : 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under 
certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to 
control  your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of 
negligence  in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly 
to  your  forest  fire  warden.     Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  '  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches 
and  pipes.     Smokers  caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You 
can't  feel  safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.

We  have  sent  in  184  finished  articles,  have  made 
171  kit  bags,  have  knit  scarfs  and  sweaters. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  attended  our 
meetings  or  taken  work  home  to  do,  and  also  wish  to  give 
Mrs.  Nellie  Addison  honorable  mention  for  doing  so 
much  knitting  for  us.  We  thank  Mrs.  Smythe,  produc- 
tion chairman  of  Franklin,  for  her  kindness  to  us. 

We  few  women  from  the  town  of  Hill  feel  that  we 
have  done  our  bit  to  help  some  of  the  boys  who  are 
fighting  for  us,  to  make  the  Town  of  Hill  and  our  Coun- 
try a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


With  schools  closing  all  over  the  state,  and  in  fact, 
all  over  the  United  States,  because  of  shortage  of  teach- 
ers. Hill  has  again  been  fortunate  in  having  teachers  and 
keeping  their  schools  open.  Next  year,  unless  the  war 
should  suddenly  end,  the  teacher  situation  will  be  more 
critical  than  this  year  has  been,  and  we  hope  Hill  will 
again  be  among  the  fortunate  ones. 

We  all  regret  the  disability  of  Mrs.  Blake  and  her 
absence,  in  consequence,  from  the  school  over  which  she 
has  presided  so  long.  We  all  sincerely  hope  for  her  full 
recovery. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
Rounds  in  town  who  was  willing  to  take  over  for  Mrs. 
Blake. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  September  30, 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  local  schools  was 
34.  The  number  seems  small  and  some  may  question 
the  expense  in  educating  so  small  a  group. 

To  those  who  think  this  way  sometimes,  I  ask  that 
you  consider  the  matter  from  the  following  standpoint: 
Educating  these  children  is  not  a  wholly  local  matter 
affecting  only  the  few  we  have  each  year.  If  we  esti- 
mate its  value  wholly  and  only  upon  what  it  has  cost  per 
child,  for  eight  years  service,  and  that  the  value  of  this 
service  ends,  so  far  as  the  town  of  Hill  is  concerned,  at 
the  end  of  the  eighth  grade,  then  the  cost  of  this  educa- 
tion may  well  be  considered  expensive. 

But  there  is  a  far  broader  conception  of  the  founda- 
tion education  given  in  the  town  schools.  The  value  of 
the  education  of  one  child  today  is  to  be  felt  through 
successive  generations.  It  will  be  agreed  that  the  better- 
ment of  one  generation  over  another  will  depend  upon 
the  advanced  education  of  the  citizens  of  each  genera- 
tion. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  boy  you  are  educating-  today 
would  have  1024  direct  descendants  in  ten  generations, 
and  that  the  1024th  boy  has  benefited  at  least  indirectly, 
if  not  directly,  from  the  education  being  given  the  one 
boy  now^  It  is  also  true  that  a  boy  educated  in  crime 
and  ignorance  today  may  transmit  his  evil  tendencies 
through  the  generations  down  to  his  1024th  descendant. 

"Blood  will  tell"  is  an  old  saying.  Ignorance  has 
been  the  primary  cause  of  most  misery,  unhappiness, 
war  and  destruction  in  the  whole  world. 

Education  is  the  remedy  for  counteracting  ignor- 
ance. 

So  then,  we  can  feel  that,  through  the  schools  we 
are  supporting,  we  are  helping  to  combat  ignorance  the 
world  over;  that  our  education  today  is  not  just  for  the 
child  of  today,  but  for  descendants  of  that  child  for  suc- 
cessive generations  as  well.
